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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The book entitled Marijuana New School Indoor Cultivation is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The decision is based on the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the 
book encourages criminal activity. The book is entirely addressed to, and intended for, the 
home grower and commercial cultivator of cannabis and provides comprehensive 
information on the setting up and use of growing facilities, including material on 
harvesting the cannabis plant. The information is presented in an accessible, practical form, 
illustrated by over 300 photographs. The book makes few references to the political or 
legal context of the activities described. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The criteria applied by the 
Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of this publication are 
prescribed by law. The publication encourages criminal activity to such an extent and 
degree as to render the publication objectionable. 
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
